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PREFACE 


This Compendi um of Municipal Statistics, the first to be issued, contains 
r=) series of statistics covering major items for each of the 49 Municipalities com- 
prising the Stats. 


. The statistics are compiled and issued in publications appropriate to the 
particular field and period to which they are related; normally for the State as a 
whole and in most cases, further dissected according to Municipality. 


However, this means that the details are scattered throughout a series of 
statistical publications and consequently a complete cover of the information for any 
given Municipality is not readily available. The purpose of this Compendium is to 
assemble and present these statistics in summarised form in the one publication. 


The Municipalities have been arranged in alphabetical order and the details 
given refer to the Municipality as a whole. Two extra columns have been added to show 
total details for the city and suburban areas of Hobart and Launceston. 


Where details are not shown in either of these columns (e.g. Primary 
Industry and Local Government Finance) it means that it has not been practicable to 
obtain details for the suburban portions of these areas.

Part I provides a description of the statistical items covered in Parts IE eFayel 2G 5 


Part II includes data obtained from the population census of 1954, the census of 
motor vehicles of 1955 and the census of retail establishments of 1952-53. In addition, 
other statistics covering area, education and estimates of population are included. 


Part III includes data related to agriculture and livestock, factories, building 
construction, local government finance and roads. 


Statistics included in Parts II and III have been published, so far as 
this is possible, for each of the 49 Municipalities and for the State as a whole. In 
certain fields, however, principally those of Retail Establishments and Secondary 
Industries, the need to observe the secrecy provisions of the Census and Statistics Act 
has necessitated the omission of certain information. Where this occurs it has been 
indicated by an appropriate footnote. In addition, it has not been possible to 
segregate statistics relating to the generation of electricity to a municipal basis. 
Because of this, statistics of Secondary Industries have been restricted to factories 
other than those included in the Heat, Light and Power group.

47. Total number of retail establishments recording total sales of £500 or 
more during the year ended June, 1953, including those selling motor 
vehicles, parts and petrol. 


48. Total value of retail sales by establishments defined in Item No. 47. 


49. A rural holding, for the purposes of these statistics, is defined as a 
piece of land of one acre or more in extent used for the production of 
Agricultural products or for the raising of livestock and the production 
of livestock products. 


50-51. Rural Population includes persons of all ages residing permanently on all 
rural holdings at 3ist March, including those temporarily absent. 


52. Total area of all holdings includes alienated land and crow lands, leased 
or licensed. 


53. Area under Crops includes Hay and Green Fodder. 


54. Area under improved pastures excluding those areas cut for hay, seed or 
silage which, for statistical purposes, are included under crops. 


61-62. Area and production of all fodder crops cut for hay. 
63. Refers to number of trees of bearing age. 
65. Refers to "Bearing Area" only. 
67. Includes both wheel and crawler type tractors. 
68-71. Numbers relate to livestock on Rural Holdings at 3ist March, 1956. 
73- Quantity of wool (including crutchings) shorn from sheep and lambs. 
74. Average yield of wool (including crutchings) per sheep and lamb shorn. 


75. The number is restricted to those conforming to the definition of a 
"Statistical" factory, which is an industrial establishment employing 
four or more persons or where power (other than manual ) is used in any 
manufacturing process. 


76-77. The figures relate to the average weekly number of persons employed in 
factories. Working proprietors are included but those engaged in selling 
and distribution are excluded. 


78. The value of salaries and wages paid is exclusive of amounts drawn by 
Working Proprietors. 


79. The value of factory output is the value at the factory door of all goods 
manufactured and includes the amount received for repair work, work done 
on commission and receipts for other factory work. 


80, The value of production represents the value added to raw materials by the 
process of manufacture. It is calculated by deducting from the value of 
factory output, the cost (at the factory) of the materials used, containers 
and packing, power fuel and light used, tools replaced and materials used 
in repairs to plant.

81-82. The values shown for Land and Buildings, Plant and Machinery are generally 
the values apporticn<4 in the books of the individual firms after allowance 


has been made for depreciation but they include estimates of the capital 
value of premises and plant rented. 


83. The quantity of sawm timber produced includes the rough sawn timber 
equivalent of plywood manufactured. 


84. Number of houses completed is as reported by building contractors and owner- 
builders. Due to the difficulty of defining the exact point that this 
represents in building operations, it is possible that interpretations may 
vary, but to a limited extent only. 


85. This item represents the number of houses under construction at 30th June, 
1956, whether or not work was actively proceeding on that particular date. 


86-87. Buildings other than houses, comprise flats, shops, offices, other business 
premises, factories, hotels, guest houses and educational, religious, 
health, entertainment etc. buildings. Values shown for buildings completed 
or under construction are exclusive of the value of land on which erected, 
and represent the estimated value of buildings on completion. 


88-95. The data included under Local Government Finance are based upon the annual 
statement of accounts submitted by each Municipality in the manner prescribed. 


96. The mileage recorded is that determined by the Department of Public Works 
and is the sum of all classified roads under the control of that Department 
as well as roads controlled by Municipalities.
